peacefulness of demonstrators

Another day of protest in Southern California 
opened Tuesday morning with a moment of solidar- 
ity as officers outside the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment’s headquarters knelt with protesters. 

The ministers, pastors and priests in attendance at 
the rally said that it was important to remain peace- 
ful and that the actions of rioters were not helping 
their cause. 

“We cannot allow this moment to go by without all 
of you understanding that we are here in the spirit of 
George Floyd,” said the Rev. K.W. Tullos, president of 
the Baptist Ministers Conference. “We wanted to do 
this the right way.” 

The LAPD released a statement praising the day’s 
events: “This afternoon we saw the best of Los Ange- 
les. Thousands of peaceful demonstrators marched

Southern California protesters demanding justice 
for George Floyd have been met by opposition, some 
counterprotesters carrying weapons, others engag- 
ing in fisticuffs, a trend that will continue in the days 
ahead, one expert says. 

“Yes, over the past few days we are seeing more 
of an escalation” of conflict between groups at dem- 
onstrations, marches and rallies, said Lowell Smith, 
chairman of the Department of Criminal Justice at 
La Sierra University in Riverside. 

In Upland on Monday evening, several hundred 
Black Lives Matter protesters gathered at Euclid Av- 
enue and Foothill Boulevard for a rally in support of 
Floyd, a 46-year-old unarmed black man who died 
in police custody in Minneapolis on Memorial Day. 
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‘Something has to 
give, protester says as cities brace 
for violence, Trump decries ‘lowlifes’

WASHINGTON » President Donald Trump on Tuesday 
turned up the pressure on governors to quell the vi- 
olence set off by the death of George Floyd, demand- 
ing New York call up the National Guard to stop the 
“lowlifes and losers.” 

As more demonstrations began taking shape 
around the country, and cities including Washing- 
ton, D.C., girded for another round of scattered vio- 
lence after dark, Trump amplified his hard-line calls 
of a day earlier, in which he threatened to send in 
the military to restore order if governors didn’t do it. 

“NYC, CALL UP THE NATIONAL GUARD,” he 
tweeted. “The lowlifes and losers are ripping you 
apart. Act fast! Don’t make the same horrible 
and deadly mistake you made with the Nursing 
Homes!!!” 
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Bank robbery, gunbattle site to be redeveloped and get memorial

The focal point of a Norco bank 
robbery that triggered a chaotic 
chase and gunbattle and took the 
lives of a Riverside County sher- 
iff’s deputy and two robbers 40 
years ago this spring is no longer 
there to look at. 


The place where it all started, 
the former Security Pacific Bank, 
had deteriorated into an empty, 
rundown, graffiti-marred struc- 
ture on the southeast corner 
of Hamner Avenue and Fourth 
Street. And it was torn down last 
summer. 

“The city found it to be quite 
an eyesore,” said Roger Grody, 
Norco economic development con- 
sultant. 


Rows of weeds grow on a va- 
cant lot where four men armed 
with automatic weapons — witha 
fifth waiting in a getaway vehicle 
— stepped through a bank door 
four decades ago. Weeds also poke 
through cracks in an aging black- 
top that was the bank parking lot. 

The bank sign along Hamner 
Avenue still stands, though it 
reads, “Paragon Building Prod- 
ucts,” for a more recent tenant. 


But there are signs that soon 
there will be something else to 
look at, something to call to mind 
the historic event. 

Less certain is whether the 
1980 robbery will one day spring 
to life on the silver screen, as was 
hoped when plans for a movie 
were unveiled in 2016. 

Kevin McNeil, a real estate 
representative for owner Richard 
Goodman, said the bank prop- 


erty will be redeveloped into a 
7-Eleven. He said the project will 
include some type of memorial to 
commemorate the event. 

Norco Planning Director Steve 
King said development plans call 
for a gas station, convenience store 
and car wash on the 1.3-acre prop- 
erty. He said the Norco Planning 
Commission is scheduled to con- 
sider approving the project in July. 
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
